Here holy men and 
elect women, though living so jong ago, are more 
fascinating to us, and do more to control our. 
Hinge tan apn madera seipie, Ainge, Abraham, 
Alijah, and Daniel, look down upor pas 
narratives; and 
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those of an opposite description, as Jeroboam, 
Ahab, Jezebel, or Herod, alike confirm the lessons 
of providential retribution and profitalle godliness. 
As the likenesses of notorious characters are dis- 
played in police courts to warn others to preven- 
tion, so the word of God reveals the faces of our 
foes that we may sliun their dangers. Conspicu- 
uous above all others is that of Jesus, drawn to the 
life as no human hand could do it, It is the face 
of our teacher and sympathizing friend, ever en- 
couraging us to good works. How it reproves 
our neglects, and by a look leads us to go aside 
and weep like another Peter? ‘‘ Looking unto 
Jesus,” hung in this portrait gallery, how are our 
vows brought to remembrapce, and our declining 
love warmed into new vigour. We cannot forget 
him; for his look follows us everywhere, so that, 
in the world’s mart or the sanctuary sacredness, we 
feel its influence. And when we would inquire 
after God, and know how he looks, we check our- 
selves, and, looking into the face of Jesus, hear 
his voice, “He that hath seen me hath seen the 
Father.” The likeness of God! . We have it be- 
fore us, and by looking may be fashioned into its 
resemblance. 

The Scripture is also an exhaustless magazine 
of heavenly ammunition, weapons, and armour, 
The great captain of our salvation, in his deadly 
assault of Satan, here drew that sword which 
vanquished him, thus setting us an example of 
successful’ resistance. As we look up to the 
crowned warriors of heaven, we see that they 
overcame with the same sword of the Spirit, the 
‘word of his testimony.” How poor the Tower 
of London looks, with its battle-rent flags, its 
armour of mailed warriors, its spears and battle- 
axes, in contrast with those of divine manufac- 
ture. The armour and weapons with which’ an 
Elijah, a Paul, a Luther, a Huss, a Calvin, sub- 
dued nations, may be inspected by the men of 
this generation. One thrust of the keen edge of 
the word to the heart of Voltaire has been known 
to prostrate him helpless to the ground. No Ro- 
man ensign or national. flag ever waved over so 
many well-fought fields as the standard of the 
Cross. The soldier of that need not look long to 
find the weapon he wants; he may put on the 
whole armour of God, and stand proof against 
the adversary that he dare not molest him. In 
the arts of human warfare men mayimprove in 
the fabrication of destructive weapons; but all the 
skill of men and devils cannot improve upon the 
workmanship of God. Here are siege guns, ar- 
tillery, shells, rifles, revolvers, against which the 
masked batteries of hell, the forts of wickedness, 
and the onsets of devils, can avail nothing. 

It is wonderful as a. musewm of curiosities. 
Though not written to gratify curiosity, yet no- 
where else can so much be found to: meet it. 
Romance itself can never surpass in interest the 
story of Joseph and his brethren, or the fortunes 
of Mordecai and Esther, The curiosities of liter- 
ature are many, yet what are they to those of 
Scripture? The disclosures of truth are more 


absorbing than those of fable. The doings of God 


and angels among the children of men far sur- 
pass in grandeur the imagining of chivalry, genii, 
and fairies. Sanctified genius has brought hither 
the treasures of the universe. We see men acting 
in the light of heaven, surrounded by supernatural 


beings. The sea is divided, the stars in their 
courses contend for human redemption, and the 
earth trembles under the footsteps of the Al- 
mighty. The curious things of art, science, hero- 
ism, martyrdom, benevolence, the natural and 
supernatural, meet us at every turn. There is not 
a faculty of our nature to which these yarious ob- 
jects do not appeal; so that not,to be interested 
in the Bible ‘is to show that we have sunk below 
the dignity and aspirations of our being. 

What a sanctuary of sacred associations we find 
in this book! The reading of its sentences awak- 
ens thought of early youth, of parental prayers, of 
kindly efforts to win us to another and better 
lite. We read those hallowed words which re- 
sounded through the ancient temple and syna- 
gogue, were read by the primitive Christians, by 
Waldenses, Lollards, Puritans, and Reformers, 
which reyerberated through cathedrals, palaces, 
and conventicles, and recall the memories of Pen- 
tecost, the Reformation, the Mayflower, and all 
the glories of triumphant death scenes. We are 
carried back to paradise, to the deluge, to Sinai, 
to Tabor and Gethsemane, to Calvary and the

TurKEY—HavurRAN AND Lesa—We haye re-' 
ceived from Dr. Bliss a report of a tour of thir- 
teen days, made by the Rey.

_ TurKEY—COoNSTANTINOPLE.—Dr. Bliss sends us 
also an interesting account of Bible colportage in 
Constantinople. The reader will see something 
of the methods adopted in that important centre 
for spreading the Scriptures. The labours of, the 
blind man in the work produced excellent results, 
while the effect on the minds of the people must 
be beneficial. ae 

West Inpres—Porto Rtco.—There scems to 
be a growing demand for the Scriptures in the 
West Indies. We have formerly made grants to 
gentlemen in Ponce, and we have now a call 
from the town of Fajardo, Mr. J. W. Zaccheus, 
a teacher well recommended, asks a grant of 
books, and makes some interesting and encourag- 
ing statements. We insert extracts from a recent 

communication in another place. 5 

Mrxico—MonrerEy.—We learn from the Rev. 
John Beveridge, that the work of Bible distribu- 


tion still goes forward in his field of labour. A 
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colporteur under his direction, employing a part 
of his time in our work, the rest of his time acting 
as an eyangelist, has sold 606 Bibles, eighty-four 
Testaments, fourteen Book of Psalms, eighteen of 
Proverbs, and twenty of John’s Gospel. He has 
been confined almost entirely to the State of 
Monterey. 

MicronestAn IsLAnps.—We are glad to hear 
from Rey. Mr. Pogue, of Honolulu, that the in- 
spired volume is much in demand in these isles 
of the sea. Mr. Pogue says that 1,000 each of the 
Epistles of Titus and Galatians in the Bonabe 
language, 1,000 each of Matthew, Mark, Luke, and 
John, in the dialect of Marshall’s Islands, and 1,000 
- each of the books from Philippians to Revela- 
tion, to complete the New Testament in the lan- 
guage-of Gilbert’s Island, have been forwarded to 
those islands respectively. Of the completion of 
the translation of the Testament into the language 
of Gilbert’s Island, we spoke in our number for 
July. The books above referred to were all on 
their way to the Micronesian Islands severally 
named. 

JAPAN—KopE.—We learn from Rey. D. C. 
Greene, that the demand for Bibles continues to 
increase in Japan. To the depot+in Kobe has 
been added another at Ozaka. We are now, 
through the several Missions, distributing the 
Scriptures in the cities abovenamed, and also in 
Yokohama and Yedo. 

Iypia—Textvevu.—From Rev. L. Jewett, of the 
Baptist Telugu Mission, we learn that the Mission 
continues active in circulating the Scriptures, 
supplied with funds from the American Bible 
Society. An appropriation of $500 was made for 
this purpose in March. Mr. Jewett is working, in 
connection with Dr. Chamberlain of the Reformed 
Church, and another delegate, under the auspices 
of the Madras auxiliary Bible Society, on the re- 
vision of the Telugu version of the Old Testa- 
ment. 

Russta.—It was recently voted by the Board to 
authorize the agency at St. Petersburg to print 
20,000 Bibles and 20,000 Testaments, partly in 
12mo, partly in 8yo, in the Reval-Estbonian 
language. We have recently received informa- 
tion from the agency that only 10,000 copies of 


the Testament in 12mo will be printed at present, 


and the rest be deferred, waiting the completion 
of the revision now in progress by the General 
Synod. An interesting paper is sent by the 


agency, showing the work of this Society ap 


Russia.

Wright, of Damascus, the following interesting | 


memoranda of a col port: ge tour of thirteen days 
in the Hauran and Leja. You will be interested 
in the experiences of himself and the colporteur 
that accompanied him: 

Burak, April 4th—Sold nothing ; got no water 
for our animals ; no one in the village could read, 
and therefore they did not buy any books. 

Musmieh, 5th—Here we got water for our 
horses, but no one would purchase from us the 
word of life. No one could read. 

Khubab, 6th, 7th—The people of this village 
are all Christians. They crowded round us, eager 
to purchase books, but the schoolmaster came 
and drove the children away, and after him the 
priest came and began to scream very loud, “ They 
had lived sixty years without our Bible and would 
have none of them.” The sheikh however came 
by night (Nicodemus like) and bought two Bibles, 
We also sold two tracts and a copy of Bogatsky’s 
“ Golden Treasury,” which was returned. 

Litny, tth—A widow bought a Bible for her 
son. 

Muhajjay, Moslem village, %th.—Sold nothing. 

Shukra, Tth.—Sold a Testament, Psalm book, 
and twenty-three tracts. The priest bought a 
Testament, but sent it after us and got back his 
money. 

Bera, 8th.—(Incorrectly written Edhr’a.)—Sold 
one copy of the Gospel and Acts, two pamphlets, 
and nine tracts. 

Busrel Haring, 8th —Large .Moslem village ; 
people fanatical ; no sales. 

Nejran, 8th.—(Druze village.)—Sold two large 
Bibles, two small ones, one large one with margi- 
nal references, one Psalm book, five tracts. 

Mejdel, 9th—Sold ene Bible to the sheikh’s 
son, one Testament to a Moslem, one vowelled 
copy of the four Gospels. 

Suleim, 9th—Sold two copies of the gospels 
yowelled, eight tracts. 

Kanawat, 9th.—Sold one Testament, two gos- 
pels and Acts, five tracts. 

Atil, 9th. —One Testament vowelled. 

Suneideh, 10th.—One book of Proverbs, three 
tracts. 

Raha, 10th.—One book of Proverbs. 

Kufr, 10th—One Bible, one Testament, one 
Psalms, two tracts. 

Hebran, 10¢t.— Sold nothing Most savage 
looking people we met. 

Orman, 11th.—One Bible, nine Testaments, 
three gospels and Acts, three Psalms.

In my colportage tour to “Hauran, I was ac- 
companied by a friend, and took as colporteur a 
member of our church.. Our tour lasted thirteen 
days. During the last six days our operations 
were greatly hindered by a threatened. insurrec- 


| tion, owing to an attempt of the government to 


impose a new tax, which the people resisted. We 


‘| had finally to change: our route, and abandon 


certain districts altogether. We sold however, 
during the eleven days (for we did not sell on 
spec thirteen Bibles, seventeen Testaments, 
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six Psalm books, twelve Portions of Scripture, 
and 185 tracts. We gave nothing away gratis, 
being convinced that the Arabs set little yalue on 
what they receive for nothing; but, wherever I 
saw an anxious desire on the part of any one to 
possess the Scriptures, and felt assured that he 
could not pay the whole price, I paid the differ- 
euce myself, 

It must be remembered that this is the first 
genuine attempt that has been made to sell books 
in the Hauran. Inalmost every place we came to, 
we were told that people like us had come before 
us, who were anxious that the people should take 
their books without paying for them, and wher- 
ever the late disastrous attempts at establishing 
schools had been made, we could scarcely sell a 
tract. It is a-vain and cruel thing to send either 
teachers or colporteurs alone and unprotected into 
the Hauran; and indeed we need not expect suc- 
cess or credit in any work in which we are not 
prepared to share the danger. I would implore 
every one who has any influence in the matter to 
discourage the promiscuous giving away of books. 

t gets the honest colporteur looked upon as a 
swindler, gets the books despised, and destroys 
the principle of self-help in the natives by teach- 
ing them to expect us to do for them what they 
can.do for themselves. To me it does not seem 
quite honest to give a rich man in this country a 
book for nothing which has been paid for in 
England by the money of a poor man. And Iam 
convinced, that if a man wants a book, even in 
the Hauran, he will buy it; but it must be very 
provoking, when a man has paid down his money 
for a book from us, to be offered the same book 
for nothing a few days afterward. In some 
places when I had urged a man-to buy a Bible for 
his family, he would hurry off and bring me out 
a beautiful gilt Bible which some one had obliged 
him to take. Our books however should be as 
cheap as possible, especially ina place like the 
Hauran. EL 

We madeé our tour without guide or guard, as I 
had become acquainted with most of the villages 
and their sheikhs, on previous visits. Our mode 
of procedure’ was thus: when approaching a 
village, I galloped on before, and generally shout- 
ed something to draw the people out of their 
houses. When the colporteur arrived and put 
down his box of books, I said to the people 
(salutations over), “This man has books.to sell, 
from five paras to twenty-five piasters.” ‘ What 
kind of books?” “ God’s books, and explanations 
of them by excellent and learned men.” Then 
taking a handful of the various books, I stalked 
over the town in astraight line, jumping from roof 
to roof, asking for antiquities like other trayellers, 
and offering my books for sale till I got a erowd 
around me, and then opening the books, and sitting 
down on a stone, I read them passages which seem- 


ed to turn up accidentally. ‘Sometimes when the 


crowd became menacing, I hecame aggressive, and 
questioned or exhorted them; and when it seemed 
a case of casting pearls before swine, I began and 
bought their old coins and medals, 
turned to my colporteur with an enormous follow- 
ing, climbing over walls, clambering over houses, 
swarming out of dens and lanes, and all convergin 
to the books. The colporteur, a bold indefati-. 
gable man, with texts of Scripture always ready, 


I always re-. 


seemed sometimes amazed at my temerity, and 
sometimes the crowd looked yery sayage; but I 
have never seen a crowd yet in Syria that could 
not be rendered good tempered by a happy prov- 
erb, or a well timed joke; and an impertinent 
man can be driven from the field by a touch of 
sarcasm. His own people take up the laugh 
against him, they are so pleased to hear you using 
a well turned phrase in their own language. In 
all villages, whether we sold or not, we told the 
people we had brought the word of God to their 
cloors, and they all*heard a simple, brief statement 
of the gospel of the grace of God. 

The son of one of the most powerful Druze 
sheikhs, taking up one of our Testaments, when 
T was sitting on the divan beside him, said to me 
confidentially, “Do you really understand |what 
that means?” as he pointed out the words, “The 
New Testament of our Lord and Sayiour Jesus 
Christ.” “Oh yes,” I said, “and I want you to 
understand it too.” He looked at me for a 
moment incredulously, and then tried to change 
the subject. Had he not had a liking for me as 
an old friend I am sure he would have liked to 
chop off my head. 

The Moslems and Druzes. despise us as Chris- 
tians, and the Christians hate us as Protestants, 
and both parties have heen previously taught that 
they oblige us by taking our books for nothing. 
Taking all these things into account, I am sure 
that all, except those who despise the day of 
small things, will join with me in thanking God 
for the success he gave us, and in asking his 
guidance and strength in all similar and future 
operations.

BIBLE SELLING IN CONSTANTINOPLE. _ 
BIBLE HOUSE, CONSTANTINOPLE, June 13, 1873. 

Dear SrrR:—I am happy to find a leisure hour 
this morning, to tell you something concerning 
our efforts in the distribution of the Scriptures in 
this city. Besides the very conyenient depot in 
the Bible House, there are six places where the 
word of God is on sale. We have also eight men 
at work as Bible colporteurs. We have divided 
the city into as many sections, and each man has 
his division, about one hundred and fifty thousand 
people falling to each one. Every fortnight, and 
sometimes every week, a change is made, so as to 
bring the different talents of these workers into 
use in all parts of the city. The work in which 
these brethren are engaged is a very difficult one. 
Tt requires Christian courage, tact, meekness, 
patience, aud perseverance in an eminent degree. 
They are often scorned, Cerided, spit upon, and 
treated despitefully. I may say that provocations 
and insults are their daily experience. They 
need great grace continually. Every Monday 
morning, at nine o’clock, we have a meeting with 
these brethren to hear their reports and spend a 
season in conference and prayer. At the close of 
the meeting they go forth to their week’s, work, 
With a large carpet-bag full of Bibles and Testa- 
ments in various languages in one hand, or slung 
over the jeft shoulder, td in their a Ri age 
Testament and Psalms, they go forth into the mark- 


g | et places, praying as they-go thatthe hearts of men 


may be inclined to the truth. The missionaries 
| pay a portion of their wages, that they may carry 
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the illustrated Child’s Paper and other religious 
publications, as helps in the distribution of the 
word of life. Now they stop on a corner or by 
a public fountain, and taking out a few books 
expose them to the view of the passers by. Hav- 
ing the illustrated Child’s Paper in three lan- 
guages, many are often attracted by the pictures 
and led to inquire about the other books. ‘The 
result is not unfrequently the sale of a Bible. 
Weary with their passing to and fro, carrying 
their heavy load of books, they sometimes take a 
seat in a café. Putting down their books, they 
take a cup of coffee and enter into conversation 
with the many always found ina Turkish café, 
The books are taken out and exposed for examin- 
ation. Even when no book is disposed of, much 
information is given concerning the Bible.” Some- 
times a person who knows how to read will take 
a Testament and read aloud to five or six others 
for fifteen or twenty minutes. Seed thus sown 
will not be wholly lost. It is sure to bring forth 
fruit, some thirty, some sixty, and some an hundred 
fold. 

Two of these brethren are Greeks, both quite 
young. One is unassuming, quiet, and modest, 
but vigilant and successful. The other is wide 
awake, enterprising, and courageous, with good 
sense. His sales are very encouraging. The 
other six are Armenians, and appear to be true to 
their Master and their work. One is blind Mel- 
chon. With three or four “Silent Comforters” 
and * Words of Life” in Armenian hanging from 
his neck over his chest, with his pockets full of 
books and a small bag in his left hand, and his 
long cane in his right, with no guide and helper 
but the Lord, he finds his way all over the city. 
He is happy, joyous even; I have seldom seen a 
cloud upon his brow. Wiuil not those who love 


the Bibie in our native land remember in their 


prayers these brethren, that through their agency 
the word of the Lord may have free course 
and be glorified in this world-capital ?

It is with sincere thanksgiving to the Head of 
the Church that we are able to report the trans- 
lation of the whole New Testament into the 
Gilbert Island dialect. This is the first complete 
New Testament that has been translated into any 
dialect of Micronesia. Rey, Hiram Bingham has 
done this work, and it is believed has done it 
well. The people of the Gilbert Islands and the 
Hawaiian board are his debtors. Parts of the 
New Testament: in this language, and also por- 
tions of the same in the Marshall and Bonabe 
dialects, have been printed for the Hawaiian 
board at Honolulu. 

The following table, prepared by Mr. W. 
Chamberlain, exhibits the amount received from 
sales of Bibles and Testaments from 1865 to 
May, 1878. It will be noticed that a larger sum 
has been received for Bibles and Testaments 
the past year than has ever before been re- 
ceived in one year:

THE WORK OF THE AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY IN 
RUSSIA, 

The Baltic Provinces consist of the three goy- 
ernments of Courland, Livonia, and Esthonia, of 
which the population was, in round numbers, ac- 
cording to the latest returns, Courland, 600,000, 
Livonia, 1,000,000, and Esthonia, about 400,000. 
The prevailing religion is Lutheran, although the 
Greek Church numbers a considerable percentage 
of the population, and efforts are made to increase 
the number.

In Courland there are upwards of 13,000 scholars 
attending the elementary schools, but I am un- 
able to give the numbers at present of the youth 
attending schools in Livonia and Esthonia. Iam 
doubtful, however, whether this may be in the 
same forward state (I mean education) in Livonia 
and Hsthonia as in Courland. — c 

The languages spoken in these provinces are 
German by the upper classes, Lettish, Livish, and 
Dorpat and Reyal-Esthonian, also Lithuanian, 
which is related to the Lettish, although its ter- 
ritory is more properly Lithuania. 

The Livish or Livese is only the fragment of 
the language of an ancient race—the precursors 
of the Letts—which is dying out, and into which 
the Scriptures have not been translated. 

Of the other languages, the British and Foreign 
Bible Society has been for many years and siill is, 
printing in Lettisb, Lithuanian, and Dorpat-. 


The work of the American Bible Society has 
been for a number of years printing the Scrip- 
tures, hitherto only the New Testament, in the 


eee Saipan dialect. Together with this, the 
°o. 


overnment of Esthonia, with Reval as its capital 
ty, has been recognized as forming a special 
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territory for the American Bible Society, The 
German and other Scriptures required for this 
territory are purchased from the British and 
Foreign Bible Society. 

There are however a number of Esthonians 
resident in Livonia, the whole people being said 
to number about 700 or 800,000, of course in- 
cluding those who speak the Dorpat-Esthonian 
dialect. This latter section is, I believe, almost ex- 
clusively resident in Livonia. 

At present the editions printed for the American 
Bible Society are completely sold out, so that 
there are no Scriptures to send into the territory, 
save the few German which might be required. 

The editions hitherto printed for the American 
Bible Society have been a Cicero New Testament 
with Psalms, in 8yo, for general use, and a Corpus 
New Testament with Psalms, in 12mo, for recruits 
and nocket use.

Rev. Wm. McCandlish, District Superintendent 
for NEBRASKA and CoLoRADo, in his report for 
July, mentions with commendation the Clay and 


Union County Bible Societies, Dakota Territory, | 


and also gives an interesting account of his visit, 
and hospitable reception at Pleasant Hill neigh- 
bourhood, preparatory to holding the anniversary 
of the Saunders County Bible Society at Ashland, 
Neb., of which he says: 


We had a very good anniversary, full atterd- 
ance of the members of four different churches, 
three addresses, etc. Five auxiliary societies have 
now Cecided to explore this year, and three have 
commenced. The exploration of Omaha has be- 
gun with good promise of success. 

Rev. W. H. Gilbert, New En@uanp, in report- 
ing his work for July, says: 


The first two Sabbaths, however, were spent in 
Northern Maine, one at Patton and Sherman, and 
the other at Presque Isle, Washburne, and Maple- 
ton. Still farther north in the intervening week 
I visited Fort Fairfield, Caribou, and New Sweden. 
In the latter place the enterprising colony of 700 
Swedes have under cultivation a thousand acres of: 
fertile land, which three years since was an un- 
broken forest. Luxuriant crops are seen on every 
hand, and comfortable dwellings, the fruit of in- 
dustry and energy never found among a people 
who are strangers to the refining forces of Chris- 
tianity. They highly prize the Swedish and Eng- 
lish Testaments furnished by the American Bible 
Society, and recently, from their scanty resources, 
raised a contribution of ten dollars as an expression 
of their gratitude. 

Fort Fairfield and Caribou are among the most 
northern towns not occupied by foreigners, and 
are in the district which has recently been can- 
vassed by the Aroostook County Bible Society, in 
several towns of which one family in five has been 
found destitute of the Scriptures. A good be- 
ginning has been made in the northern extremity 
of the State, and it is proposed to push it forward 
in a southerly direction, till not only the large 
county, but the whole State is completed. The 
extreme northern portion of the county, embracing 
what is called the Mattawaskie region, has a pop- 
ulation almost entirely French. It is known that 
many of these are desirous of obtaining the Scrip- 
tures in their own language, but are restrained from 
doing so by fear of the Romish priests, A few who 
“have ventured to insist on their right to read the 
Scriptures are shunned and proscribed by the 
community. It is to be devoutly hoped that many, 


who are now waiting and longing for the sanction 


of priestly authority, will soon be released from 


their bondage and receive the much desired and 


invaluable treasure of the word of God. A work 


_ of distribution in Franklin County is being carried — 


forward with unwonted vigour and success by Mr. 
Joseph Moulton, and in Washington County by a 
' veteran in the good cause, Mr. Wm. Allen. Cum- 
berland County is also being canvassed under the 
auspices of the Maine Bible Society. The good 
work in New Hampshire is not suffered to flag, 
in the hands of Deacon Brown and Rev. Mr. 
Chase, men of much experience and eminently 
adapted to the work. oe

report of Rey. P. A. Strobel, of Norra CaRoLina : |

At Yanceyville the Caswell County Bible So- 
ciety held a Bible meeting in the Baptist Church, 
in presence of a very large audience. The District 
Superintendent delivered an address, and the Hon. 
John Kerr, a prominent member of the Baptist 
Church and a distinguished lawyer, also spoke, ex- 
pressing the readiness of the Baptist denomination, 
south, to give its cordial co-operation to the 
American Bible Society. The executive committee 
determined to employ at once an agent to supply 
the county. ‘The depository is well supplied with 
books. The District Superintendent addressed the 
freedmen and organized a branch Bible society 
among them. Much destitution exists in their 
families and Sunday schools, but will soon be 
supplied. The condition of the work in this 
county is much more favourable than last year. 
The work in this State is growing in importance, 
and in many localities there is a manifest awaken- 
ing among Christians to the duty of circulating 
the Scriptures more generally among our people. 
This improved condition of the work affords cause 
for gratitude and encouragement. 


Of the Jackson County Bible Society, SourHERN 
Onto, Rey. Mr. Herr says : 


This society had for many years laboured under 
a most burdensome debt, but through a generous 
donation of $450, by the Jackson and Gallia 
Welsh Bible Society, and the zeal, fidelity, and 
success of the county agent, Mr. Jones, the society 
has not only done a good work in supplying 191 
families, 808 persons and children, and two Sun- 
day schools, with the word of God, but has wiped 
out its debt, has on hand a good stock of books, 
and a credit balance on account with the Parent 
Society. 


Rev. John Thompson sends us his July report, 
the first from the Paciric Coast, and says : 


The welcome given to myself and family to our 
new home is-all we could desire, and we are very 
grateful. I have attended several meetings of the 
officers and managers of the California Bible Society 
since my arrival, and I am happy to be able to 
state, that every proposition and suggestion made 
by your District Superintendent has received due 
consideration, and, in every instance, the fullest 
endorsement of the board; and the changes de- 
sired by the officers and managers of the Parent 
Society are being effected, and meet with the un- 


qualified approval of the managers of the California 


Bible Society. I have also visited the Sacramento 
County Bible Society, had a pleasant meeting, and 
received a hearty welcome to the coast, and have 
opened the way for a canvassing agent to com- 
mence work there in October. . 


From the monthly report of Rev. E. A. Bolles, 
Soutru Caroura, we extract the following: 


The Abbeville County Bible Society celebrated 
its fiftieth anniversary in the court room of the 
town of Abbeville, July 30th. The Hon. T. C. 
Perrin, president, gave an-interesting historical 
account of the auxiliary, after which the Rev. Wm. 
T. Capers gave theannual sermon, and the Rev. 
Mr. Campbell, the annuat address. The audience 
was large and the occasion was one of much 
interest, decidedly one of the best meetings since 
the war. Collection over $100. 

I found all our Bible friends at Prosperity, in 
Newberry County, in a very distressed condition, 
almost the whole town having been destroyed by 
fire. ‘Thirteen stores and two dwelling houses were 
burned, and the auxiliary lost its stock of books 
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and money on hand. They will find it necessary 
to request a grant of books for present use until the 
people can help themselves. They are worthy 
of it. 

From 
writes : 

I learn that the canvass of Union and Colfax 
Counties, in Mississippi, has been completed ; that 
two colporteurs in Noxubee, and one in Chickasaw 
have commenced work and are industriously en- 
gaged. Ifthe Jubilee canvass of this field is not 
completed the present season, it will not be the 
fault of your Superintendent. 


We give the concluding words of Rev. John §, 
McCarver’s report of his work in CanrrAL Trexas: 


The latter half of the month (July) there have 
been almost daily rains, and a greater degree of 
heat than is usually felt here, and farming interests 
are greatly damaged. I could believe I was suc- 
ceeding, if I could get the auxiliaries to go forward 
in my absence ; but if I fail to be present at the 
anniversary, everything awaits my arrival. Few 
ministers are conversant with the facts and figures 
in reference to Bible work, and so choose to be 
silent, but I hope to see the interest increase, until 
our people will carry forward this good work in 
the absence of the Superintendent. 


We have an interesting report from Rev. Wesley 
Smith, illustrating the difficulties surrounding the 
work in WESTERN TEXAS: 

I do not feel that I have accomplished a great 
deal, and -yet the wonder is that I have done as 
well as I have, in view of the peculiar condition of 
the country. The frontier has suffered from the 
heaviest Indian raid that has occurred for many 
months past. I can’t tell how many persons haye 
been murdered and how much stock has been 
driven off, and that, too, in the immediate vicinity 
of my routes of travel. 
the fact is now fully developed of the existence of 
& numerous and well-organized band of outlaws, 
robbers, and murderers, who extend their opera- 
tions from one end of this frontier to the other, 
their principal rendezvous being on the head 
waters of the Gaudaloupe, some twenty miles above 
Kerrville. You can easily imagine the state of the 
public mind. No one goes from home unarmed, 
no one feels secure, and yet amidst it all, I went 
forward in the discharge of what I conceived to be 
ministerial and official duty, and thus far have suf- 
ered no evil, Ihave however used such precau- 
tionary measures as prudence and the state of the 
case demanded. The financial prospects of the 
country are decidedly bad. The principal money- 
ed men are the stock raisers, but few of whom either 
know or care anything about our work ; our friends 
are ofa different class. The severely cold weather

BIBLES ON RAILROADS, 

The provision of Bibles for passengers on steam+ 
boats and vessels has always been a favourite ob- 
ject of benevolence, but only within three or four 
years has any systematic attempt been made to 
do anything in the same line for travellers and 
employees on railroads, Public attention is now 
being turned in this direction, and the sugges- 
tions of those who have had some experience in 
furnishing railroad cars are valuable. We there- 
fore cheerfully give place for the following letter, 
which embodies some important advice, trusting 
that many officers of auxiliary Bible societies will 
be interested in carrying forward this work within 
their own bounds. 7 

For the Bible Society Record 

Having received numerous letters from different 
sections of the country, relative to the supply of 
railway cars with the Scriptures, I desire to give 
a general answer to these inquiries through the 
Bible Society Record. 

1st. How are the funds secured to purchase the 
books ? 

Let the auxiliary societies along the line of 
road that is to be supplied, appropriate out of 
their surplus funds such a sum as in their judg- 
ment can be spared, to be applied to this work 
so far as it is needed, the remainder (if any) to 
be fexpended as the Parent Society shall think 
best. 

2d. How are the books to be placed in the 
cars % 

Call upon the highest officers of the road that 
are immediately connected with its management, 
lay before them the object sought to be attained, 
show its advantage to the railway company and 
to the travelling public, and get their consent to 


haye the books placed in their cars, with the 


distinct understanding that the railway company 
will furnish suitable racks for the books, and will 
use the same care to preserve them that they do 
to preserve the other fixtures of the car; the 
officers of the Bible society undertaking to keep 
the racks supplied with the Scriptures. 

3d. What style of books should be ordered 
for this purpose ? 

For baggage and caboose cars, No. 52, nonpareil. 
For passenger cars, No. 37, brevier, roan gilt, in 
two volumes, and No. 94%, Testament and Psalms, 
in two volumes, have been prepared especially for 
this purpose. Gilt edged books are preferred, as 
being less easily soiled by dust and use. Evidently 
the racks should correspond in size to the books. 

4th. How are.the books placed in the cars ? 

The railway company usually designates one of 
its official men to see that the racks and books 
are placed in each car. When the books are 
ordered from New York, they can be shipped ac- 
cording to.the direction of the railway company, 
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directly to the‘person thus designated, and placed 
at his disposal. 

5th. What has-been the relative loss of books 
on the roads already supplied, by abstraction and 
otherwise, each year ? 

From ten. to fifteen per cent. 

6th. How is the supply to be kept up ? 

Some person connected with the road should 
haye a supply of books, properly lettered, con- 
stantly on hand, and be empowered to replace 
any copies that may be missing from the racks. 
When the stock on hand is exhausted the District 
Superintendent for the American Bible Society 
should be immediately notified that a new supply 
may be procured, 

Where a railway runs through the territory of 
two or more District Superintendents, secure, if 
possible, a union for effort in .the supply of the 
road, All the roads on my district, save one, 
haye been, or are now being supplied.

He bore his primer and Testament, 
and was long unheard of. 

tiecently, the missionary met on the road with 
a well dressed young coloured man, bearing a 
smart satchel, who advanced to meet him. *“ Yes, 
sir,’ he said with manifest emotion, “this is 
Frank, and here is the Testament you gaveme. I 
rested not until I read it through, and it has led 
me to love Jesus, and to preach him to others ; 
and I am on my way to a meeting of coloured 
folks in Big Ivy settlement.” The missionary was 
on his way thither to plant Sunday schools among 
the freedmen; and Frank became his helper in 
organizing jour schools, which were cheerfully 
placed under his oversight. 

So much for a Testament, and for Christian 
attention to a poor coloured boy.

Dear Srm:--We received the Bibles several 
days ago, but deferred writing until we had 
distributed them. Many thanks for the books. 
The children are delighted with them. You 
would have been pleased to have seen them, when 
we gaye them to them. Some of them kissed 
the books over and over again, said they were 
the sweetest Bibles they ever saw, and others 
showed their delight in dancing and skipping 
about with them and saying, “Bless the Lord, 
Miss Anna and Miss Sarah have given me a 
Bible.” They are all “very proud” of them, as 
they say. They have commenced reading, some 
of them two or three chapters a day, and their 
parents tell us they have already learned more of 
the Bible from their children than they ever knew 
before. We gave the Bibles to our two Sabbath 
school classes, and the Testaments to smaller 
children who can read. Enclosed please find an

DISTRIBUTION IN TEXAS, 
The pastor of a Presbyterian church in Texas 


e gives the following account of a grant of Testa- 


ments and Gospels which was consigned to his 
care: 

~ Rey. AND DEAR BROTHER :—Last fall, through 
the State Agent of your Society, Rev. W. G. Bell, 
I applied for a donation of Testaments, etc., to be 
distributed among the coloured people on my 
field of labour. 

In due time I received 160 volumes as a dona- 
tion from your Society, and I should have reported 
to you sooner the receipt of this donation, but 
have been waiting until I should have distributed | 


them. Under the circumstances I have thought 
best to distribute them gratuitously, and in this 
way I am satisfied that great good has been ac- 
complished among the coloured people of this 
county, by encouraging them to believe’ that 
Christians were disinterested and sincere in their 
desires for their spiritual welfare, by stimulating 
them to learn to read and study the Scriptures, 
and by conciliating them in fayour of an evan- 
getical Sabbath school and preaching. Some of 
the gospels and Testaments I have distributed to 
coloured people who could read, and who live in 
the country at some distance from this place. I 
have had but little opportunity to observe the 
good results that may have proceeded from this 
distribution in the county, except that I have 
noticed it has led to some inquiry, and further 
desire for the Scriptures, and to learn to read 
them; and I have no doubt that the bread thus 
cast upon the waters will return after many days. 
Most of these volumes I have donated to a Sabbath 
school for coloured people under my charge at 
this place, and they have been given out princi- 
pally as rewards to those who would learn to read. 
In this way I am satisfied they have accomplished 
much good by stirring up many to make diligent 
efforts to learn to read. The large print gospels 
have been very valuable in aiding beginners and 
old persons in learning toread. ‘The work of our 
Sabbath school, and the Gospel work generally 
among the coloured people of this town and yi- 
cinity, has had a most valuable impulse given to 
it by this liberal donation of your Seciety. Please 
express to the representatives of the American 
Bible Society my cordial thanks for the valuable 
help they have afforded me in my endedyours to 
preach the Gospel to this very needy class of our 
population ; and I may add, that I have daily ey- 
idence conyincing me that the coloured people 
who have obtained the Scriptures appreciate and 
study them. Since I applied to your Society for 
help last fall, I have inaugurated and carried out 
successfully an effort to build a church fer the 
coloured people in this town. I doubt not that 
the grant of the Scriptures, which your Society 
made us, has bad a liberal share in bringing. 
about this good result. :

THE FORCE OF TRUTH. 

A gentleman was once asked in company what 
led him to embrace the truths of the Gospel, 
which formerly ne was known to have neglected 
and despised. Hesaid: ‘* My call and conversion 
to God, my Saviour, were produced by very 
singular means: A person put into my hands 
Paine’s Age of Reason. Tread it with attention, and 
was much struck with the strong and ridiculous 
representations he made of many passages in the 
Bible. I confess, to my shame, I had never read 
the Bible through ; but trom what I remember to 
have heard at church, and accidentally ‘on other 
occasions, I could not persuade myself that Paine’s 
report was quite exact, or that the Bible was quite 
so absurd as he represented it. I resolved, therefore, 
that I would read the Bible regularly through, 
and compare the passages when I had done so, 
that [might give the Bible fair play. I according- 
ly set myself to the task, and, as I advanced, I was. 
struck with the majesty which spoke, the awful- 
ness of the truths contained in it, and the strong 
evidence of its Divine origin, which increased 
with every page, so that I finished my inquiry with 
the fullest satisfaction of the truth as it is in 
Jesus, and my heart was penetrated with a sense 
of obligation I had never felt before. I resolved 
therefore to take the sacred word for

and to be a faithful follower of the Son of dod.” | 
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ANTIQUITY OF THE SORIPTURES. 

Few of us ever stop to think how old the Bible 
is. Yet “the Scriptures are believed by candid 
critics to contain the most ancient forms of truth 
now known to men.” With the aid of chronologi- 
cal tables, any one may easily make profitable 
comparisons between the antiquity of the books 
and that of other writings and events. The Scrip- 
tures contain the only authentic history of the 
world before the flood. We find in the Penta- 
teuch one or two stanzas of poetry composed in 
the antediluvian period. The Hebrew statutes 
were enacted. a thousand years before Justinian 
reformed the Roman jurisprudence. In the Bible 
we have the record of chartered rights secured to 
the people more than two thousand years before - 
the Magna Charta. 

What a sensation would be produced if the first 
chapter of Genesis should appear for the first time 
in one of our newspapers to-morrow! Yet there 
can be no doubt that chapter contains the oldest 
writing, twenty-five hundred years before the in- 
vention of printing. Xenophon’s record of the 
conversations of Socrates, in his Memorabilia, 
seems an old book to us, yet similar topics were 
discussed in Ecclesiastes six hundred years be- 
fore. The works of Tacitus, Plutarch, and Quin- 
tillian are not modern; yet the books of the New 
Testament are older than they. : 

As to the book of Job, its age is beyond 
conjecture.. Thosg who make it as modern as 
they can are compelled to place its origin at least 
one thousand years before Homer. When Priam 
was king of Troy, Job was of remote antiquity. 
The name of Alexander has no modern sound for 
us, yet when Alexander invaded Syria the book 
of Job might have been read before him as the 
work of an’ author more time honoured then than 
the name of Alexander is now. 

The writings of Confucius are modern compared 
with most of the Bible; and the most that the 
Hindoos can justly claim for their sacred books, 
the Vedas, is that they were written five hundred 
years after the death of Moses. The Koran is a 
hook fresh from the press compared with the

LETTERS OF GOLD, 

The ancient Greeks had one~sentence which 
they believed, though without foundation, to 
have descended from heaven, and to show their 
gratitude and veneration for this gift, they caused 
it to be engraved in letters of gold on the front of 
their most sacred temples The sentence was 
“KNOW THYSELF.” We, more favoured, have not 
one sentence only, but a volume, which really des- 
cended from heaven; for the writers of the Bible 
were all guided by the Holy Spirit of God, to set 
down what was the will of our Father who is in 
heaven, Thus we are enabled to know not only 
ourselves as sinners, but also God as a Saviour. 

A New Testament has been printed within the 
last few. years in letters of gold; and a yery 
beautiful book it is. But it matters little whether 
the words shine bright upon the paper. The 
great thing is to have the golden Truths of God 
shining in the heart and showing themselves in 
ithe lifeitsmaty «is : OH Tacupge yr be 
The Rey. Dr, Wilson, a learned Hebrew scholar, 
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on being told of some families in Southampton 
who had been found without a Bible in the house, 
remarked: “I fear that there are many without 
the Bible—and many more who have it and do 
not read it—and still more who read it, and do 
not study it.” Weare not told to read the Scrip- 
tures; the command is ‘“‘Searcu the Scriptures.” 
We read in Isaiah xxxty. 16, “Seek ye out the 
book of the Lord, and read.” It is literally Search, 
as one who treads down the earth whilst trying 
to find some treasure; and read —read aloud, or 
make it known to others as you have opportunity.
